reason perhaps that a controversy has 
recently arisen. One of the disputants 
says: 
"When writing to a member of the 


hoard of aldermen or a commissioner in 
one of tho city departments, it is high- 
fahitin, I think, to address him with 
tho prefix 'Hon.'" In proof of tho cor- 
rectness of this view of tho case this 
correbpondent invokes tho testimony of 
Webster, tho dictionary compiler, who 
said of the use of '' tho honorable:" 


' 'An. American usage. It is a title of 


courtesy merely, bestowed upon those 
who hold or have held higher public of- 
fices, especially governors, judges, mem- 
bers of "congress or of the senate and 
mayors.'' 


Webster was horn in Connecticut IB 


17D8 and died in the same stato in 
1843, long before tho establishment, as 
such, of tho present New York board 
of aldermen and at a time when that 
body was generally known as the com 
rnon council, and any opinions which 
he may havo expressed iu. his dictionary 
or any views which he may havo enter- 
tained portonally on tho subject of hon- 
orary titles in uso in the United States 
could havo no especial bearing upon the 
case of the New York aldermen, whose 
fame as legislators has now. spread to 
confines whore the name of Webster is 
quite unknown. 
The title alderman is derived from 


the Saxon word "ealdorman," other- 
wise clderman or elder. It was a title 
of honor in early days in England, and 
the eldorman or alderman was a local 
functionary responding somewhat^ to 
tho present justice of the peace. In Eng- 
land the alderman was usually a judge, 
but afterward the office canio to be an 
elective one, and from the English word 
has como the American title alderman 
so valiantly upheld by the aldermen of 
New York, who insist upon a full share 
of all political honors, perquisites, priv- 
ileges, rights, advantages and immuni- 
ties, and ho would be a courageous man 
indeed who would omit from tho des- 
ignation of an alderman (especially au 
alderman recently elected) the title 
"tho honorable." Tho legal duties of 
nldormeu are so few, their exercise is 
so carefully guarded by acts of the leg- 
islature, that it is necessary, so to speak, 
for tho aldermen to find, if the expres- 
sion may be used without offense, work 
for themselves. Accordingly from time to 
time resolutions are passed by the board 
taking tho form of ordinances which by 
tacit agreement among tho members it 
is arranged shall not be acted upon un- 
less tho alderman of the district m

party when that party declared against 
silver, are fiequently mentioned in 
connection with the placo. Both Mr. 
Newlands and Mr. Cleveland have been 
interviewed on the subject, but neither Company, 
so far as reported in the papers, gave 
a decisive answer to the question: 
"Are yon a candidate for United States yirginja street. 
Senator?"

LAST NIGHT'S MKETINO. 


Congressman Js'ewlancls Speaks on Town 


Improvement. 


In pursuance to the request of a 


number of citizens for Mr. Newlands 
to address tho citizens ot Eeno on 
town improvements, and that gentle- 
man having signified bis willingness to 
meot the citizens at the Court House 
last evening, a large audience of repre 
sentative citizens gathered. A number 
of ladies were also present. 


Judge Webster called the meeting to 


order, and briefly stated the object of 
the meeting and that Mr. Newlands 
woald give the people the benefit of his 
large experience in improving prop- 
erty and that an opportunity would 
be given to discuss the town'a water 
supply and snch other matters as were 
of interest. Judge Wobster then intro- 
duced Mr. Newlands. 


Mr. Newlands addressed the citizens 


of Keno upon tho question of munici- 
pal improvements under the new in- 
corporation act ansl particularly upon 
tha question of the general attractions 
of the town and the public utilities. 


He said that tho new charter was 


welt drawn and seemed to adequately 
provide for ths public improvements 
bo essential to the growth aud attrac- 
tiveness of the town, the powers be- 
ing ample for the acquisition oE water 
worka, electric light or gas works, 
parka, a library and other public build- 
ings. 


ATTRACTIONS OF BESO. 


He has always boUeved the pros- 


perity of Eeno would largely depend 
on its general attractions, that it had 
marked advantages in its* beautiful 
rivor and its picturesque location and 
that these advantages if properly uti- 
lized would make it an attractive place 
for strangers and for people in search 
of recreation or health. So far as np- 
pearancos were concerned ho attached 
most importance to the railroad sta- 
tion aad its surroundings, aud the 
Truckee River. 


THE BAILBOAD STATION 


House waa an attractive building but 
much could be done to add to its ap- 
pearance by improviug its surround- 
ings with trees, shrubs and grass, as 
has been done at Wadsworth and as 
was customary in Southern California, 
Doubtless the railroad would co-oper- 
ato in ttis. Tho Plaza North of the 
railroad was an eye sore, and the en- 
gine house located there should be re- 
moved. The Plaza could then ba beau- 
tifi&d and would then present a per- 
petual advertisement of the thrift and 
good taste of the town to the thou°- 
ands of people passing through. 


THE JUVER 


Was the next feature of importance. 
Its banks on both sides for a sbare of 
at least fifty feet; each side of the 
waters edge should be secured by the 
town from tde railroad bridge to the 
bend in the rivor above Powuing's Ad- 
dition. A wall should be constructed 
along both banks as a support for an 
' esplanade or parkway which should be 
planted with trees and vines aud open 
to the public the entire length. We 
could without much expense have a 
pirkway on each sido of tho river on 
which buildings could front with tor- 
racsd a:id gr/iss plots stretching down 
to the riversida parkways. This could 
be do^e gradually aud without much 
expense.- The flrat step would be to 
secure the land. This would ba doubt- 
less donated in most cases, and the ex- 
pense of condemnation 
in 
others 


would bs trifling. 


He had already done something in 


this line on the North side of the rivor 
from the bridge to ths mill dam, bat 
the difficulty of securing by private ne- 
gotiation all the lots fronting on this 
improvement had prevented the com- 
pletion of his plans. The town would 
have no such difficulty as the power of 
condemnation could be exercised, 


-" 
THE BRIDGE. 


Mr. Newlands thought that particular 


attention should be paid to the four 
corners of the bridge at Virginia 
street. Ihe attractiveness of the two 
Southern corners at this point was se- 
cured as ono side was occupied by the 
hotel, which was a good looking build- 
ing, and whose owner would doubtless 
improve the river front in accordance 
with the requirement of the times, and 
the other side had been declared to be 
a public plaza, which the town could 
improve with terraces towards the 
river and a tasteful wall. 


The Northerly corners were unsight- 


ly. The one partially occupied by the 
Salvation Army and comprising the 
bl"ck stretching down to the cas works 
had been offered for sale several years 
ago, and fearing it would be. divided 
into small lots upon which an unsight- 
ly developement might be made he 
had bought it, intending to hold it for 
a post office site. The idea being that 
in addition to a convenience as a post 
office, it would offer opportunities for 
tasteful land scape work by the Gov- 
ernment which would make it a park 
as well. The block on the otherside 
partially covered by the livery stable 
and down to Mr. Fulton's house he had 
also attempted to secure for some 
tasteful developments but had not suc- 
ceeded in buying the whole and so was 
only partially able to complete his 
plans. He had secured, however, the 
i.'irer bank for the public and had 
orected a stone wall which would be a 
part of tha contemplated parkway or 
esplanade. 


As to the block stretching down to 


Ihe gas works he was unable to say 


whether the location of. a;post office 
would-be regarded with general favor, 
but it not he thought the Pavilion,;be- 
loagihg to the Agrietiitnral, .Society 
could be moved to this -block' and in 
that event the building could be sur- 
rounded by'grass and trees that would 
give it a park like appearance. The 
Pavilion building was a : creditable 
piece of architecture aud oould be im- 
proved " by a colonial portico with col- 
amps on the river side without mach 
expense. As to the other block run- 
ning up to Mr, JFulton'3 home it could 
bo acquired for a Kindergarten School, 
engine lionsp, library and other public 
utilities and with tasteful planting of 
trees and grass could be made to have 
an attractive appearanca. 


By these or similar methods these 


four corners at the bridge and the en- 
tire river side could be forever pre- 
seryed from the unsightly develop- 
ment which haa thus far characterized 
the banks ol. the river, whose beauty 
constitutes the great attraction of the 
place, an attraction which could be 
made most effective, commercially in 
adding to the growth and wealth of the; 
own. 


PUBLIC DTILITT, 


Asto the utilization of public utilitiao 


Mr. Newlands prefaced his remarks by 
stating that ho was interested in the 
present water works to the extent of a 
!ew thousand dollars, but that his gen- 
eral interest as a citizen and taxpayer 
was supreme, and that he would en- 
deavor to present his views with fair- 
ness and impartiality. There waa no 
donbt. in MB nmul that Reno'was eii- 
itle;! to t.ho vary best water and. on 
he best- attainable terms, aud that the 
administration of the town would be 
better if tho water worka were owned 
>y tbe town. 


soniios OF WArss SUPPLY. 


It was conceded thab the source of 


supply must be the Truckee river. 
Che only question was as to the point 
of diversion and the means of diversion 
is the distributing system would be 
he scheme, whatever plan was adopted. 
As to the point of diversion it was 
mportant that this should be as far as 
possible from tbo sources of polntion, 
which wero tho towns of Trunkaej Boca 
and Verdi. It was important .therefore 
that the wf.te'r should be taken from 
the river us near Reno »a poasiblo so 
that between the sources of polntion 
:md the point of diversion the water 
might ba thoroughly aerated and puri- 
fied. This would necessitate a pump- 
ing plant, and aa the plant could br; 
ruu by water power the expense would 
be very 
slight. 
Ample pressure 


should ba secured so as to do -entirely 
away with fire engines. 


The remaining question was whether 


this should be accomplished by the 
construotiou of new water works, or by 
tho purchase nf existing water works 
so reconsti noted and improved as to do 
away with the defects now complained 
of. - 


Such defects were stated to be, first, 


the diversion of the water through a 
long ditch which it was difficult to 
guard against possible polution or 
occasioLml accidciit. Second, foulness 
of reservoirs; third, insufficient dis- 
tributing system. 


Doubtless no proposition for the 


purchase of the existing water works 
would be considered which did not 
involve the remedying of these defects 
bafore the purchase waa consummated. 
Ptimpa should be substituted for the 
ditches; tho reservoirs should 
be 


cleaned 'nod renovated and the dis- 
tributing system made sufficient For 
the reqiiireuisnt.a of the town. 


Assuming f.liat the present works 


could thus b-3 made us perfect as a 
now system and that tboy could be 
purchased at a reasonable price, it 
might be tier.ter to purchase thoni for 
the reason that they probably have the 
host power for pumps at the present 
location of the electric light plant, and 
ulso that the present income of the 
water company would furnish a fund 
for the payment of interest and ulti- 
mately for tho payment of the princi- 
pal of Hie boncu, whereas 1C H rival 
water works were established by the 
town, whilst it must bs conceded that 
the town would have an advantage, yet 
business necessity would compel the 
water company to lower its rates in 
competition with the town and thus 
the latter might for sorno time lack 
the income required for interest on 
bonds, and ha forced to have recourse 
to taxation for that purpose. 


Besides, assuming now that the 


works so perfected could be purchased 
for a" reasonable price, it would be 
better to buy them rather than to erect 
new works, for it is always bad politi 
cal economy for a community to create 
two capitalizations where one would 
serve the people. 


Anothsr advantage would be, that if 


tbe price wove agreed upon tho water 
company would doubtless take bonds 
instead of cash, thus doing away with 
all difficulties in negotiating the bonds. 


-.• 


COSTHOLLISO CONSIDERATIONS. 


Mr. Nowlanda added that though 


these advantages shculil have due con- 
sideration, tho controlling consideration 
should be abundance and purity ol 
supply, and the community would de- 
mand this as an essential. 


IN HTORAULIO 


All these things Mr. Newlands said 


showed tho importance of 
starting- 


right with definite well considered 
plans, and these required the early 
employment of a competent hydraulic 
engineer whs could plan 
the n&w 


works, examine the old works, make 
estimates and report upon the advant- 
ages or disadvantages . of constructioi 
aa opposed to purchase. 
An employ 


ment of this kind should precede anj 
experiment, however meritorious ap- 
parently.

Mr. Newlands continued, that what- 


ever plan was adopted it was essential 
:hat a fnll volume of water should 
flow in tho river during the entire 
year. 
The volume was ample during 


nine months of the year, but daring 
tho remaining months it wa's low owing 
to the great and iuureasing demands of 
the ditches during the period of drouth." 
At such times the impurities of tbb 
river were likely to become concen- 
trated and to create disease. 
This 


would be tho period of malarial and 
typhoid fever unless guarded ugainst 
by a reservoir system in tho mount- 
ains that could be relied upon to 
maintain the equal flow Of the river 
during the period of 'greatest.scarcity. 


IV'ATEK PASHNB. 
.; 


Mr. Newiands recalled tho purchases 


made by him of Dormer Luke and 
other reservoir sites in the mountains, 
seven years ago. 
He said those -pur- 


chases were not- made for private profit, 
but were made at the request of pinny 
prominent citizens ;of Washoa county 
during a period of great drouth, when 
the irrigated lands of the Truckoe were 
suffering for water. 
He had Hgreed to 


hold them until the community could 
acquire power to purchase them. 


Later on tho restoration of the nor- 


mal flow of the rivor caused the people 
o? Washoe to lose interoat .in the ques- 
tion of controlling reservoirs in Cali- 
fornia. 
He thought that this was a 


proper time to take this matter under 
consideration as it would solve not 
only the question ot a full and ample 
supply of pure . water for municipal 
uses, bat would maintain the equal 
flow of the ditches and permit the ex- 
tension of irrigation to lands not yet 
reclaimed, and would also solve the 
question o&power. 
-Not only power 


for tha proposed pumps aud electric 
lightplaut, which was essential, but 
power for manufactures which will 
hereafter be established on the river. 


These various usua of water would 


advance the convenience and .comfort 
and would increase the wealth of the 
entire county of which Reno was the 
center. 
, 


These properties had been transfer- 


red to the Sharon Estate Co. 
They 


could not of course be held for an in- 
definite period, but could be procured 
now on reasonable terms, atjd ho sub- 
mitted the matter for discussion and 
consideration. 


The tbiug to do was to have esti- 


mates made covering all these public 
utilitiea and then if the powers confer- 
red by the charter were not sufficient 
for 
their acquisition the 
question 


could ba discussed as to whether fur- 
ther powers should be applied for. 


SEWER SYSTEM. 


Mr. Newlands also spoks of the 


sewerage system and the small expend- 
iture which would protect the sawers 
Crom pollution. 


He also dwelt upon ths transporta- 


tion question and the importance of 
making Keno a distributing center. 
He advised the taking up of the ques- 
tion by a competent committee of 
business meen and insisted that con- 
tinuous pressure upon the railroad 
people without beat or rancor would iu 
the end produce an impression, for he 
balievad that it was as much to their 
interest as Eeno'a to build up this 
8;ate. 


HARMONY. 


Mr. Newlands in conclusion dwelt 


upon the importance of harmony in 
acting apon these questions involving 
the propriety and comfort of the town. 
There had been in his judgment too 
much dissension and rancor iu the 
past. 
Political rivalries should be 


laid aside in the consideration of the 
business questions of the town and all 
should unite in creating a healthy 
public sentiment that would mate co- 
oparation of rivals in 
newspapers, 


rivals in banking and rivals in business 
possible, thus securing the highest ad- 
vancement and best growth of the 
town. 
The ladies particularly could 


bu of great aid in these matters, and 
an improvement society guided 
by 


thdir good'taste and judgment would 
be ol great aid in suggesting improve- 
ments that would add to the comfort 
and attractiveness of toe town. Civic-. 
pride and civic harmony should go to- 
gether in the great work before the; 
people of Keno. 


At the conclusion of Mr. Newlands! 


address, Dr. Stubbs was called upon, 
but said he would simply riso io offer 
a resolution as follows:

Powdered Crab as a Medicine. 


A Russian journal that lias recently 


come under our notice calls attention to 
the fact that for some 20 years past the 
inhabitants of a malarial locality ia 
the government of Kharkov have usecl 
powdered crabs with great success in 
the case of fevers. The powder is pre- 
pared in the following way: Live crabs 
are poured over with the ordinary 
whisky until they get asleep. They are 
then put on a bread pan in a hot oven, 
thoroughly dried and pulverized and 
the powder passed through a fine sieve. 
One dose, a teaspoonful, is generally 
sufficient to cure the intermittent fever. 
In very obstinate cases a-second dose is 
required. Each dose is invariably pre- 
ceded by a glass of aloe brandy as a 
purgative. The powder is used in that 
locality in preference to quinine. So 
says the journal. We will Jiot vouch 
for it.—New York Ledger.
